Ecology and the prospective purchaser of portions of the Everett Smelter site, the
Everett Housing Authority (EHA), have amended a proposed Consent Decree to
implement cleanup work at the site. The consent decree addresses EHA’s
liability within the Fenced Area where the most contaminated soil in the area is
located. This agreement specifies and limits EHA’s liability for known
contamination from smelter activity with respect to the property it purchases.
This agreement does not relieve Asarco of any responsibility at the Everett
Smelter site.

This consent decree underwent public comment from April 22 through May 21,
2004, and has been substantially changed since the public comment period was
held. This change further limits EHA’s environmental liability by providing that
EHA will not be liable for required soil, ground water, and surface water
monitoring, or additional cleanup that may be required as a result of that
monitoring, for areas outside of the Fenced Area.

Arsenic, lead, and other metals contaminate this approximately 600-acre site.
The contamination was caused by emissions from the Everett Smelter and by
material left behind when the smelter was demolished.

Satisfaction

The Washington State Department of Ecology is proposing to issue a Notice of Satisfaction of the Enforcement
Order for a Remedial Investigation/Feasibility Study (RI/FS) at this contaminated site. The site is located on P
& G Road adjacent to the migrant worker camp and railroad tracks approximately 1.5 miles northeast of
Anderson Field near Brewster. During June 2002, three groundwater-monitoring wells were installed and the
soil was also sampled. As a result of the soil and groundwater sampling, Ecology has determined that the site
does not pose a threat to human health or the environment and is now proposing to issue this Notice of
Satisfaction of the Enforcement Order. The public is invited and encouraged to comment on this action. A 30-
day public comment period will run from May 12, 2004 through June 11, 2004.

O Ecology Proposes An Agreed Order Amendment To Clean Up Cascade Pole, 1100
Washington Street NE, Olympia 98501, Thurston County.

Ecology proposes an amendment of an April 2000 agreed order with the Port of Olympia requiring further
cleanup and long-term monitoring. Cascade Pole is a former wood-treating facility. Soil, groundwater, surface
water, intertidal (the section which is covered at high tide and uncovered at low tide) sediments, and marine
organisms on and adjacent to the site are contaminated with polynuclear aromatic hydrocarbons (PAH's -- key
chemical constituents of creosote, a wood-preserving compound), pentachlorophenol (PCP, another wood-
preserving compound), volatile hydrocarbons, and dioxins. Cleanup work will include paving the remainder of
the site in two phases, sampling the sediment cleanup area in Budd Inlet every five years, sampling groundwater
every six months for five years, as well as designing and constructing a new groundwater treatment system to
replace the existing one. In addition, Ecology is issuing a State Environmental Policy Act (SEPA, Chapter 197-
11 WAC) determination of non-significance (DNS) for the paving proposed in the agreed order amendment.

(RI/FS) of petroleum-contaminated soil and groundwater at the BSNF Oil Pipeline. The interim action includes
stopping migration of petroleum-related contamination into Thea Foss Waterway. The 1/2-mile BNSF Oil
Pipeline, installed in the early 1900's, connects historic oil storage tanks located on property now owned by JM
Martinac with oil storage tanks on the current BNSF Tacoma Railyard. In addition to BNSF, Ecology has
identified the Washington State Department of Transportation, City of Tacoma, Supervalu Holdings, Home
Electric, and Nichols Trucking as potentially liable persons for this site.

& Comment — Spokane Custom Wood Treating, Facility Site ID N0.690, 728 North
Perry Street, Spokane, 99201, Spokane County

Ecology is proposing to remove the Spokane Custom Wood Treating site from its Hazardous Sites List. This
site is ranked a three on the Hazardous Sites List. A rank of “1” is the highest level of concern compared to
other sites on the list, and a rank of “5” is the lowest.

Spokane Custom Wood Treating operated from the mid 1970s until 1995-96. Sampling done at the site showed
pentachlorophenol (penta), copper naphthenate, diesel and polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbons (PAHS) in soil at
levels above what is allowed by state regulations. PAHs are a byproduct of the incomplete burning of organic
substances such as diesel. Follow-up sampling did not detect penta or diesel in groundwater.

Cleanup included sampling of soil and groundwater, removal of an underground storage tank, removal of
limited amounts of soil, including 180 cubic yards of contaminated soil and hazardous materials, management
and disposal or treatment of hazardous and special wastes and closing the facility.

Samples taken after soil removal showed some contamination remained in the hoist, vault and dip tank areas.
This soil will be covered with asphalt to isolate and contain the contamination. A water management system
will be installed to prevent storm water from running through contaminated soil into groundwater. A restrictive
covenant was placed on the property because of remaining contamination in soil. This restrictive covenant will
stay on the property after the site is removed from the Hazardous Sites List.
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Based on review of the Final Independent cleanup report and supporting documents, Ecology has concluded:
e The site no longer represents a threat to human health and/or the environment.
e Cleanup actions conducted at the site satisfy the intent of the Model Toxics Control Act (MTCA).
e NO FURTHER ACTION is needed.

Ecology is proposing to remove the Yellowstone Pipeline Otis Orchards site from its Hazardous Sites List. This
site is ranked a two on the Hazardous Sites List. A rank of “1” is the highest level of concern compared to other
sites on the list, and a rank of “5” is the lowest.

In October 1996, a pinhole-sized leak in the pipeline released an unknown amount of petroleum product to soil
and groundwater. The leak was discovered during a routine test of the pipeline.

Cleanup included removal of contaminated soil when the pipeline was exposed for inspection and when soil
vapor extraction wells were installed. A pilot test was done to see if soil vapor extraction would be an effective
treatment for contamination. The treatment technology created a vacuum to pull petroleum vapors from soil.
Once these vapors were removed, it would be less likely that groundwater would continue to be contaminated.
However, the results of the pilot study showed the treatment was not effective.

Because of these findings, a cleanup method was chosen that required continued groundwater monitoring.
Groundwater monitoring continued from 1997 through 2003. Samples collected in 2002 and 2003 showed
contamination was below levels required by the state.

Based on review of the Final Independent cleanup report and supporting documents, Ecology has concluded:
e The site no longer represents a threat to human health and/or the environment.
e Cleanup actions conducted at the site satisfy the intent of the Model Toxics Control Act (MTCA).
e NO FURTHER ACTION is needed.

A 1 represents the highest relative risk and 5
represents the lowest.

As a result of the remedial activities that have taken place at this site since 1993, Ecology has determined that
the site does not pose a threat to human health or the environment and is now proposing to remove this site from
the Hazardous Sites List.
